FEW DELAY WORK 30 DAYS NOT TO SPONSOR ANOTHER 


Plan to Continue Work to Hospital En­ 
trance Blocked by Property Own­ 
ers.

A special meeting of Gettysburg 


Towrt Council was held Monday even­ 
ing, when it was unanimously decid­ 
ed to proceed with the paving of two 
blocks on 
Hanover street and the 
same number on Washington street, 
from the Reading railroad tracks to 
West Middle street. 
The work is to 
be done of reinforced concrete, 
the 
strip to be eighteen feet in width and 
laid 
through the 
center of 
these 
streets. 
As sufficient signers could 
not be secured to the petitions from 
residents of the blocks further south 
on Washington street, the proposed 
work which Council 
had decided to 
continue to the entrance to the An­ 
nie M. W arner Hospital, will be held 
up for the present. 
Three petitions from the residents 
in the two blocks on Hanover street 
and one on Washington street, repre­ 
senting over half 
of the property 
owners as well as the majority of the 
frontage on these squares, were re­ 
ceived by the Council, on which the 
ordinance, ordering the work to be 
done, was based. 
The second block 
on Washington street 
was entirely 
covered by notes drawn up in favor 
of the Borough Council, to pay the 
two thirds share of the improvement, 
and was an unanimous appeal from 
the residents of that section. 
This actions means that when the 
necessary thirty 
days, required 
by 
law, have expired, the council 
will 
enter into contract for the construc­ 
tion of these sections of streets and 
it is hoped to have the work com­ 
pleted before winter sets in. 
That; 
the great majority of property own-j 
ers on these streets are well aware 
of the advantage offered at this time j 
by th* reasonable bid secured by the 
Council for fifce 
work, is shown by 
the response contained 
in the peti­ 
tions, voluntarily signed, authorizing 
Council to proceed with the work and 
lay assessments for 
two thirds of 
the cost on all abutting property. 
In the first block on Hanover street, 
all but one property owner signed the 
petition. 
In the second block four­ 
teen of the twenty 
owners signed.

The treasury of the Albert Lentz 
American Legion post was enriched 
to the extent of $204.76 by the Lew 
Dufour carnival which dosed a two- 
weeks’ engagement here last Satur­ 
day night.

of a report read at a regular meeting 
of the local post Monday evening by 
M. H. Miller, local manager of the 
show. 
Almost 
daily 
rains 
kept 
crowds away, lowering the Legion’s 
share of the income, /according to 
those in charge. 
The Legion’s share of the gross 
daily receipts of the carnival was 15 
per cent. 
This was found to be ex­ 
tremely low for the amount of ex­ 
penses which the Legion bore in con­ 
nection with the show. 
Tho Legion’s total receipts from 
the carnival were $862.36. 
Of this 
amount $425.74 
was the Legion’s 
share the first week and $436.62, its 
share the second week. 
Expenditures, 
according to 
Mr. 
Miller’s report, amounted to $657.60, 
divided as 
fallows: 
electric light, 
three light poles and a transformer, 
$339.90; .posting bills, $15; cutting 
trees on grounds, 
$10; billposter's 
mileage, $18; cutting grass, $3; rak­ 
ing grass, $4; advertising, 
$12.70; 
manager’s salary, $50, and William! 
H. John’s ground rental, $205. 
The 
members voted to accept the report 
of Mr. Miller. 
Members 
of the 
Post present at 
Monday night’s meeting were unani­ 
mous in their declaration that 
the 
post should not sponsor another car­ 
nival or Sideshow attraction. 
There 
were several unpleasant incidents in 
connection with the Lew Dufour car­ 
nival which led the post members to 
take this action. 
Peter McCall ion, manager of the 
post baseball team, urged the mem­ 
bers of the Legion to support the 
team in its games. 
Attendance at 
the games, both by members of the 
Legion and baseball fans of the com­ 
munity, has been so small that 
on 
each contest played, the Legion has 
lost considerable money.* The Le­ 
gion team is fully equipped, accord­ 
ing to Mf. McCallion, but some of 
the 
paraphernalia is still 
unpaid. 
He expressed the hope that attendance 
would increase so that uniforms and 
equipment could be paid for.

SPOKE 
AT 
CHAUTAUQUA 


Tells of Cordial Diplomatic Relations 


Between America And China. 
Pa­ 
rade of Juniors Held. 


“China is the key to the Pacific, and 
America has the power to turn it,” de­ 
clared Dr. William Hung, former gov­ 
ernor of the province of Shantung, 
China, Monday evening, addressing a 
large crowd gathered under the tent at 
the Chautauqua being held at Bigler­ 
ville this week 
Dr. Hung has been 
in this country six years during which 
time he has received degrees from 
three leading universities. 
He speaks 
fluently and has good command of the 
English language, although he pro­ 
nounces words with a Chinese accent. 
After pointing out the mistaken idea 
which most people have concerning the 
ancient civilization 
of 
China, 
Dr. 
Hung elaborated on the high standard 
of living to which the Chinese hold 
today. 
“There are three civilizations strug­ 
gling for the mastery of the Pacific," 
asserted Dr. Hung, “those of the 
Neopolitan, the Bolshevik and the 
American.” 
“In this struggle for supremacy on 
the Pacific,” he continued, “China is 
the keystone. 
This country with its 
resources and power may utilize its 
forces to help any one of three civili­ 
zations. 
America, however, is the 
one country that holds the key to open 
the great Chinese nation, and I believe 
that it will be to this country that 
China will turn.” 
Dr. Hung then paid glowing tribute 
to the cordial diplomatic relations 
existing between China and the United 
States since trade relations have been 
established. 
He also spoke in high 
praise of the work of American mis­ 
sionaries in China. 
Immediately preceding the lecture, 
The Manila Quartet rendered a concert 
of classical and ragtime music. 
At 
7 o’clock, Monday evening, the junior 
cautauqua 
held 
a 
costume 
parade 
through the streets of Biglerville, 
headed by the Biglerville Band. About 
IOO children 
in 
fantastic 
costume 
participated. 
Monday afternoon, the entertain­ 
e r the chautauqua was furnished by 
the Manila Quartet, which rendered a 
program of classical and 
ragtime 
music.

Kabayao, 
director of 
the 
quartet, who wa* encored spiritedly.

Stale Guardsmen 
And Snipers 
Fire Over Three Hundred 
Shots During Night. 


(By Associated Press) 
Bloomington, 111., July 
l l .—More 
than 300 shots were exchanged by j 
state guardsmen and snipers, marked ; 
the first night’s patrol of the Chicago 
and Austin shops by troops. 
Two men hidden in a gulley north of 
the shops fired twice at sentries short­ 
ly before 3 a. rn. Three hundred shots 
from automatic rifles were poured into 
the gully. 
At daylight the place was searched 
but no trace of the snipers could be 
found. 
Shooting was resumed at 7:15 this 
morning, when snipers fired on a sen­ 
try at the edge of the shop yards. No 
one was wounded on the soldiers’ side 
during the night. 
A newspaper man, who spent the 
night in the shops and heard the shoot­ 
ing said he was told by one of the of­ 
ficers that 300 shots had been fired. 
Colonel Culbertson denied the re­ 
port of the men in the shops that auto­ 
matic rifles had been used.

SELL ROAD BONDS 


$1,000,000 Issue From York 
County 
Goes to Philadelphia Brokers. 


Y’ork county’s 
$1,000,000 4 ’4 
per 
cent good roads bonds dated July 15, 
1922, were sold 
Monday morning by 
the county commissioners and county 
controller to Reiley, Brock and Com­ 
pany, Philadelphia brokers, at a pre­ 
mium of 
$15,100, or on a 4.15 
per 
cent basis. 
The bonds are known as 
Series A, of the $2,500,000 authoriza­ 
tion made by the electors of the coun­ 
ty in 1919. 
The bonds will be delivered to the

GUERILLA W AR, IN 
IRELAND 


Irregulars Burn Buildings As They 
Hee From Nationals. 


(By Associated Press) 
Dublin, July l l —The warfare be­ 
ing waged by 
the National Army 
against the Irregulars in the coun­ 
try is becoming of guerilla charac­ 
ter. 
For the most part the insurg­ 
ents evacuate territory before it is 
attacked by the National forces and 
leave a trail of burning buildings be­ 
hind them. 
Prisoners which 
have 
been 
taken are 
poorly 
aimed and 
their equipment is in bad condition. 


That reports, from all parfs of the 
United States concerning the definite 
improvement of business conditions j 
generally, 
are not exaggerated, 
is 
shown by the better tone taken within 
the past month or two of industries in 
Gettysburg. 
The strike of the rail­ 
road shopmen and 
the controversary 
over wages in the bituminous and an­ 
thracite coal fields, are the only men- i 
acing clouds hanging over American 1 
industries today, and as yet, have had 
no ill effects on local manufacturing 
establishments. 


According to M. C. Jones, manager 
of the Reaser and Gettysburg Furni­ 
ture companies, these 
plants 
have 
plenty of work on hand, 
and orders 
coming in steadily point to substantial 
business throughout 
the usual 
dull 
months of summer. 
“In some of our departments,” Mr. 
Jones stated, “the men 
are working 
overtime to keep up with the demands 
for the finished product which keeps 
coming from the wholesale and retail 
trade. 
Our business is reflecting con­ 
ditions of wholesale and retail buy­ 
ers. 
“The panel factory is rushed with 
work and many departments a t the lo­ 
cal plant are working overtime to take 
care of orders.” 


New men are being taken on stead­ 
ily at the Gettysburg and Reaser Fur­ 
niture 
factories and the 
Gettysburg 
Panel factory, according to the man­ 
agement . 
For several summers, following the 
late war, 
the Gettysburg 
furniture 
factories have found a slump in busi-1 
ness which necessitated closing down 
for weeks at a time. 
This condition 
no longer holds forth and this sum­ 
mer, instead of working part-time, em­ 
ployees of the furniture factories will 
work overtime to supply the trade. 
While the furniture factories employ 
more men than any other 
industrial! 
plant in Gettysburg, conditions which 
prevail in the furniture business are 
not abnormal as shown by the strong 
tone of the silk and rubber heel indus­ 
tries. 


“We are working twenty four hours J 
a day, six days a week,” declared A. I 
R. Jones, resident manager of the J . j 
ll. and 
C. K. Eagle silk 
throwing 
plant, Buford avenue, in speaking of 
improved business conditions in that 
industry.

not permit our employees who were 
on the ground at Flora to make up 
trains.” 
S. H. Crisler, superintendent 
of 
railway mail service at St. 
Louis, 
reported in a telegram to the post­ 
master general that 3,000 miles of 
railroad service on the Wabash rail­ 
road, were not being operated. 
Mr. Crisler added 
that the fuel 
situation wras serious because of the 
apparent possibility of getting coal 
over foreign lines for use by the road.

Conditions existing in the industrial 
trade of Gettysburg are also witnessed 
in the building trades of town. 
Local 
contractors are busy 
erecting 
new 
houses or making repairs to old ones. 
The housing shortage that existed on 
April I, last, 
bids fair not 
to recur 
again for several years. 
Freight shipments 
in and out 
of 
Gettysburg have not been affected by 
the strike of the railroad 
shopmen. 
Industrial plants, building contractors 
and coal and lumber yards, therefore, 
have not felt the pinch that such a 
strike, if carried out to its fullest ex­ 
tent, might produce. 
With manufacturing plants in Get­ 
tysburg working at capacity produc­ 
tion and many orders ahead, the 
un­ 
employment situation here is reduced 
to a minimum. 
Should this unprece­ 
dented business revival continue, the 
problem of a scarcity of laborers may 
ensue. 
At least, at the present time, 
there need be little unemployment in 
Gettysburg. 
With conditions such as these pres­ 
ented in Gettysburg and reports from 
all sections of the United States prov­ 
ing correct, business in this country 
has 
at last returned 
to the 
steady 
grind of the years preceding the late 
war, when the entire industrial situa­ 
tion was turned topsy-turvy.

Now that the June drop is over, ap­ 
ple growers will do well to 
start 
thinning those 
trees that are 
set 
heavily to fruit. 
In the case of wint­ 
er varieties, a light thinning may be 
made for the present and the first 
picking of the fruit in September will 
then serve as the second thinning 
This first fall picking can often be 
sold to advantage, especially to ex­ 
port trade. 
The grower who takes time now to , 
locate his market and lays plans for 
the sale of his fall and winter crop 
of apples will be a few jumps ahead 
of the one who neglects to make any 
plans for the marketing of his product. 
Timely preparation will enable the 
grower to take advantage of any un­ 
usual or unexpected opportunities dur­ 
ing* the marketing season. 
The next 
few* weeks is a good time to look ahead 
and see that all the requirements of 
harvesting, packing and selling are 
fully met. 
Packages should soon be 
placed at the farm so that a large 
enough supply is on hand for the sea­ 
son.

GERMAN GOLD VANISHES 


Bullion Shipment 
For Italy 
Disap­ 
pears After Crossing Hallah Border. 


A serious problem that confronts 
most poultry 
men is how to 
grow 
large, strong, healthy pullets with­ 
out forcing them to lay too young. 
L . 
W . Stedman, poultry specialist 
at the Pennsylvania State College, 
says that the reason so many pul­ 
lets come into laying before they are 
properly developed is because of the 
use of an 
overstimulating 
ration. 
The quick maturing ration that 
is 
fed to pullets is also a forcing feed, 
because of the meat scrap and other 
concentrated foods contained. 
The 
results of improper handling of such 
a ration are often noticeable 
in a 
bird that 
has completed 
her first 
laying year. 
She weighs 2 t o 3 
pounds when she should w-cigh 4 to 
4 % pounds. 
If pullets are permitted to make 
their full growth before they begin 
to lay, they will lay more eggs, 
of 
larger size, and will be in good con­ 
dition to come through the winter 
and continue laying late in the sum­ 
mer or until the fall of the following 
year. 
Mr. Stedman believes prop­ 
er feeding to be one of the most 
vital factors in the development of j 
the pullet. 
Those that begin laying 
before roaching fuff size should be 
separated from the rest of the flock, 
put on 
a grass 
range and fed 
a 
scratch feed that 
does not contain, 
such highly 
concentrated constitu­ 
ents. 
A ration of 
equal parts 
of 
corn and wheat 
makes an excellent 
feed. Feed twelve to fourteen pounds 
of the scratch daily to every hun­ 
dred hens; three pounds in the morn­ 
ing, three at noon and six to eight 
about an 
hour and 
a half before 
roosting time. 
After pullets have reached normal 
size, feed a laying mash made up of 
equal parts by weight of corn meal, 
wheat bran, wheat middlings, ground 
oats, and beef scrap. 
If they do not 
respond to 
this, feed a 
wet mash 
moistened preferably with milk.

Froth Dandelion Salad. 
Those who appreciate the value of 
the tender bleached heart of dandelion 
like It with a bit of salt without any 
dressing. 
For a salad the bleached 
leaves are best, but the tender green 
shoots, cut and mixed with a small 
green onion and served with French 
dressing is a salad not to he despised 
Cut the dandelion close to the root, 
with all the tender green buds. Wash 
carefully and slice the root from the 
base, buds and tender leaves for an 
inch above the root. 
These use for a 
fresh salad; the rest of the leaves may 
be cooked for greens. 
Another addi­ 
tion to this salad is a thinly sliced to­ 
mato, which adds a bit of acid and 
softens the bitter of the dandelion. 
Using mayonnaise on the fresh green 
dandelion is another appetizing method 
of serving it.

Cooked Dandelion Salad. 
Cook the greena until tender, which 
will take two hours or more unless the 
greens are very young, then serve with 
the following salad dressing: Rub a 
small bowl with a cut clove of garlic, 
add one-half of a teaspoonful of salt, a 
few dashes of paprika, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of orange juice and four to five 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil. 
Whip this 
dressing until it is creamy, then serve 
on the cooked dandelions.
